NATIONALIST INTENTIONS. 
TO RESUME THE CONCESSIONS. 


According to a report from Can- 
ton, Mr. Eugene Chen, the Canton- 
ese Foreign Minister, has-address- 
ed a cireular telegram to all the 
Powers, declaring that it is the 
intention of the Nationalist Go- 
vernment to extend its control and 
jurisdiction over the foreign Con-, 
cessions at Hankow. and Kiukiang 
and to assume its dutied‘and rights 
in the matter. The Government. 
says that it is intolerable that for- 
cign Powers should have absolute 
control over the territory .of un, 
‘independent ‘nation, and it. has| 
therefore decided that all the Con- 
cessiong in China should bé hand- 
ed back to the control of the Chin- 
ese Government, which will. thke 
every step necessary to pretect 
the lives and property of foreign- 
ers. ee .

Soon after 10 o'clock . ‘reports 
were received ‘that, the Municipal 
Council Buildings were being leat- 
ed.

Amongst 
those" looted » were the” houses of 
Messrs. * Boizi, . Lester, . Willis, 
Munro-Fatire, the C. I. M., and the 
Friends’ Mission. 

More Chinese guards came into 
the Goncession’ and by noon 2 
force of some 200 must have been 
present.”

Scientists were not dispased to 
accept the theory when firat pro- 
‘pounded, said Mr, Crook, but there 
was now a greater disposition to 
regard it ay ‘likely. 
John Joley, the leading British 
geologist, had written a work “The 
Movement of the Earth’s Surface 
Crust” in’ which the had attempted 
to supply Prof.’ Wagner, with an 
explanation .of ‘the movement of 
the-earth’s surface,. In brief, the 
explanation was that the move- 
ment of the continents .was due 
to ‘actions. underneath the Earth’s 
crust. The heat on the surface 
of the world was taken. away by 
conduction, ‘but the héaf“of: the 
basalt rock underneath the earth 
could ‘not be so cooled, and it ac- 
‘umulated. Increasing very slow- 
ly during the course of forty mil- 


|lion years, the rock eventually,be- 
‘Tbecame molten. 


The result was 
that continents sank'a little and 


the sea encroached on the flatten-| 


ed parts. “At the same time, the 
earth, held together by the magne- 
tic attraction of the aun and moon, 
turned from West to Hast, and the 
continents slide from Eat to West. 
This accounted for the continents 
assuming” new positions. +’ The 
heated mass, however, “solidified 
again, on cooling off, and thu con- 


tinents during the’ ‘course of time}.
